In an attack on “Washin gton 
bureaucrats," Fran k Gan n ett, as­ 
sistan t chairman of the Republican 
n ation al committee d eclared in a 
rad io speech last n ight that a Re­ 
publican victory would mean that 
“we are goin g to prosecute the 
war with more efficien cy, more d e­ 
termin ation , more power, an d win 
d ecisively.”

The presid en t asked that he be 
empowered for the d uration of the 
war to “suspen d the operation of 
all or an y such laws, in such a way 
as to meet n ew an d perhaps un ­

en able the chief ex ecutive an d gov­ 
ern men t agen cies to work out in 
coun tries." 
Man y Obstacles

Rare Collection of 
Old Newspapers for 
Historical Library

Richest “ F in d ” in M any 
Years Announced by

Spring-field. 111., Nov. 2—A col­ 
lection of twenty-seven early Illi­ 
nois newspapers numbering 1,788 
items has come into possession of 
the Illinois State 
Historical 
L i­ 
brary, it was announced today by 
Paul M. Ang!e librarian. The ac­ 
cession is the richest 
newspaper 
*‘find” received by the library 
in 
many 
years. 
The 
papers were 
transferred Prom the office of the 
Putnam county clerk at Hennepin. 
Represented tn the collection are 
papers from Chicago to Belleville 
and from Quincy to Danville. The 
average age of the papers is nine­ 
ty years. The earliest is 111 years 
old. Seventeen others were printed 
100 years or more ago. 
Leading 
in numbers are 
the 
Illinois State Journal and the Illi­ 
nois 
State 
Register, 
both 
of 
Springfield, 
Represented 
also is 
the Illinois Advocate and 
State 
Register which was published In 
Vandalia before 
it was removed 
to Springfield in 1S39. 
Seven newspaper titles found in 
the collection 
were not previous­ 
ly owned by the library. Two were 
not mentioned 
by Dr. 
Franklin 
William Scott tn his “ Newspapers 
and Periodicals 
of Illinois, 1814- 
1879,” 
which 
was 
published in 
1910. Scott in the same work lo­ 
cated no copy of eight of the ti­ 
tles which have come into posses­ 
sion of the historical library. Four 
of the papers 
find no mention in 
“ American 
Newspapers, 
1821- 
1936’” 
compded 
by 
Winifred 
Gregory in 1937. 
Rarest Item 
The rarest item in the lot prob­ 
ably is the Peoria Journal & Ad­ 
vertiser, dated at Peoria Nov. 11, 
1936. It finds r.o mention in Scott 
or Gregory or in any standard li­ 
brary 
has the only 
known copy. 
Others 
not previously owned by 
the library are the Rushville Jour­ 
nal, St. Clair Gazette, Belleville; 
Carthagenian, Carthage; 
Domes­ 
tic Circle, 
Hennepin; 
Princeton 
Herald, and the Hennepin Herald 
and Putnam and 
Bureau Adver­ 
tiser, Hennepin and Princeton, 
The earliest item is the Illinois 
Whig and Intelligencer, Vandalia, 
printed as 
an 
“ Extra” , on Sept. 
30, 
1831. 
This 
newspaper 
and 
many of the others 
contain lists 
of lands upon which tax payment 
was delinquent. 
Publication 
was 
required by law and the newspa­ 
pers became part of 
the records 
of the county court in which they 
were filed. 
Most of 
the Spring­ 
field 
newspapers, 
however, ap­ 
pear 
to 
have 
been 
received 
through subscription by officers of 
Putnam county and no legal rea­ 
son for their preservation exist­ 
ed. 
.Missing Issues Found 
The library 
received 
parts or 
practically complete 
files of the 
Sangamo Journal, 
later the Illi­ 
nois Journal, 
and still 
later the 
Illinois State Journal, weekly edi­ 
tions, for twenty-two 
years be- 
gining with 1833, skipping a num­ 
ber of years and ending with 1873. 
The library previously had no files 
of the weekly for fourteen of the 
years represented 
in the 
Henne­ 
pin 
collection, 
although 
it had 
daily issues for these years. 
Four 
issues 
which 
were missing from 
the 
weekly files in 
the 
library 
were found in the accession. 
All parts ol twenty-four years 
of the 
Illinois 
State 
Register, 
weekly edition, were obtained with 
the collection. 
None was 
new to 
the library 
out in the collection 
were sixty-three scattered issues 
missing from the practically com­ 
plete files in the library. Notable 
among these 
were the 
first and 
second numbers 
of the Register 
published in Springfield on Au­ 
gust 10 and August 17, 1839. Thir­ 
teen issues were missing from the 
library’s file of the weekly Regis­ 
ter for 1853, All of these were in 
the Hennepin collection. 
Librarian 
Angle

retail etores—Jresh, cured , cooked , 
and canned . Packers believe this 
m ay be m c e effective 
in shack­ 
ling inflation than any method yet 
tried . 
Pork costs to 
consumers, how­ 
ever will be the highest on record 
for N ovem ber in 23 years. Ad min- 
trators have given ground several 
tim es since they began to oppose 
rising prices early in 19 42. 
Up 38 Ter Cent in Y ear 
Costs of pork going into retail 
channels, based 
on the new price 
limits, will average about 38 
per 
cent higher Gian a year ago, 127 
per cent higher than in 19 40. Only 
in 19 17 , 19 18 , and 19 19 w ere prices 
higher. 
M em bers of the live stock trad e 
recall tha t live hogs in the first 
38 m onths of the World w ar rose 
112 per cent, while the rise in 38 
m onths of this w a r 
am ounts 
to 
150 per cent. 
“We d id not have as much con­ 
fusion in the m a rke ts d uring 
the 
last w ar as we have 
now und er 
the m anagem ent of all these price
